You have been taught from infancy to call one of your parents 
by that name. The Latin word which is translated “pope” is “papa,” and 
you know the significance of that endearing term. ! 

There is no one in this wide world to whom it is not clear that every 
organization, howsoever small, must have a head.

Catholics call 
the invisible Head of the Church because He is no longer resident here on 
earth where His Church is. : 

Now, leaving out of consideration the very clear Scripture texts which 
report Christ’s selection of a vicar to govern the Church here on earth in 
His name, reason demands that authority in the Church must reside in some 
one here on earth, to whom appeals can be made. 

If non-Catholies would rid themselves of the many wrong notions that 


hesitate to acquiesce in the Catholic position. But if they persist in holding 
that Catholics ascribe divinity to the Pope, that they believe he can do no 
wrong, that he cannot sin, that he is inspired, that he receives revelations 
from Heaven, etc., then we cannot expect a friendly hearing. 

The clear Catholic teaching concerning the Pope is that he is a legiti- 
mate successor, as history itself proves, of St. Peter, to whom Christ com- 
mitted His authority to rule and govern His Church. The Bible clearly de- 
clares that Bishops generally have been placed in the Church by the Holy 
Ghost to rule it; that to all the apostles was committed the power of binding 
and loosing. Then what objection can there be to holding that Peter pos- 
sessed these same prerogatives, since he was one of the apostles? 

Since unity is the outstanding divine mark by which the Church of God 
should be known, there must evidently be in the Church a source of unity; 
and it must be a sort of Supreme Court such as we have in the United States.

By this time everyone of our readers has read the de- 
elaration of Al Smith in response to questions directed to 
him in an open letter written by a Mr. Marshall for the 
ATLANTIC MONTHLY.

“What more should the state do than respect the rights 
and liberty of the church? Answer: The state should also aid, 
protect and defend the church. 

“‘What then is the principal obligation of heads of states? 

: Their principal obligation is to practice the Catholic relig- 
ion, and, as they are in power, to protect and defend it. 

“Has the state the right and the duty to proscribe schism 
or heresy? Answer: Yes, it has the right and duty to do so, both 
for the of the nation and for that of the faithful themselves; 
for religious unity is the principal foundation of social unity.’” 


Anyone whose modicum of intelligence is not obscured 
by prejudice mist see at once that the questions and answers 
refer to a condition in any given country where Church and 
State are united, and where practically all the people of the 
State are members of the same Church. Evidently the 
Church and not the State is superior in all things relating 
to the spiritual order. Evidently also the people would look to 
the Church to protect them in their natural rights if there 
were only one’@hurch represented in the land, and king and 
legislators were members of that Church. Evidently also the 
people of such a State would expect the State to protect and 
defend the Church in which practically every citizen had an 
interest. Evidently if all the people were Catholic, they 
would want the head of their Government, if he professed 
to be a Catholic, to practice his religion. 


If the purpose of the Government is to rule for the bene- 
fit of the people, then every answer given in the McVey Cate- 
chism to its own questions is correct. Substitute the word 
“Religion” for church in the questions and answers and their 
general correctness must be admitted by Protestants. But 
it is absolutely ridiculous to suppose that the Catholic Presi- 
dent of a nation whose people are not Catholics by a great 
majority should even think of applying his own religious 
views in his public acts. 

The average non-Catholic seems to assume that the 
Catholic is ever thinking of his religion and his Church. 
Would that this were only 10° true! Non-Catholics also 
assume that Catholics are bent everywhere on electing mem- 
bers of their own Faith to high office.
